AYi; have wondered what proportion of 


the reading world ever takes into considera- 
tion the expenditure of toil, of brains and of 
money, necessary to produce a newspaper. 
And then again, to narrow the question, how 
many of those who do consider the matter, 
care anything at all about it ? 
We believe 


that there are some who do care, even 
though they may not be particularly sensi- 
tive on the score of cost, so long as they 
have but a small portion of it to bear ; and 
not at all anxious concerning the trouble, so 
long as it involves no greater perplexity to 
them than elevating their heels and opening 
the damp pages — and not at all distressed 
concerning the labor, so long as they are not 
the galled jade. "We repeat that we believe 
that there are many who do care, but only 
as a matter of curiosity; they have a nii'.u- 
al desire to understand the modus open^i'Ji 


to be enlightened as to how the apple got 


into the heart of the dumpling, i'o that 
inquiring class oi readers we address our- 
selves. 


The editors of the journal have to bestir 


themselves betimes or get most wofully in 
the drag. 
At an hour when most business 


men are discussing the propriety ot getting 
out of their comfortable beds, the editor 
must be at his post arranging the business 
of the day ; directing " the scissors " of the 
establishment as to how far he can be per- 
mitted to exercise the sheers upon the ex- 
changes wliich are brought in by scores from 
the Post Office, and all ot which must be 
overhauled, lest some stray "chip" of inte- 
rest escape. The assistant who rejoices in 
the name of " scissors " is an. expert at his 
business from long practice. He knows ex- 
actly what papers in the different sections of 
the country generally contain the most im- 
portant items, and will scan the contents of 
a sheet before one unaccustomed to the work 
will have got through with, reading its title.

An editor roust be able 
to go right through; with an important arti- 
cle without stopping- ro: take breath, or to 
weigh a sentence, and, despite a hundred 
things calculated to distract his attention 
rom his work ; or upon the other hand, he 
must drop a profound article upon the Tar- 
ff, or upon Congressional corruption, or up- 
n whatever topic you please, twenty difl'or- 
nt times, to listen to as many different 
ersons. One visitor will have a complaint 
o make against the new police, and he 
•ants the editor to " pitch in " to the de- - 
artment; that visitor disposed of, and be- 
are the poor scribbler can again resume 
iscussions on protection of iron, some gen- 
eman walks in with a mammoth squash, 
Inch he particularly desires to have noticed;

While the editors and their assistnnte 


me busy us bees in their sanctum, there is 
mi exclusively ramified machinery going on 
out of iljovs, with a view to laying before 
the individual who invests two cents in a 
copy of the paper, the latest news. 
We do 


nut refer to the messages that are coming 
with lightning speed over the magic wires 
that are spread, abroad like a net to catch 
intelligence, nor to the locomotives and 
steamers that arc rushing along with the 
speed of the wind, each one cringing its 
share of news. We refer more particularly 
to the outside force of news gleaners which 
is directly and exclusively in the employ of 
the office. 
The doit'gt of the business 


world in the markets and in finances are no- 
ted down by competent hands, and its record 
finds a place in the columns of the newspa- 
pers. The lawyer whose head aches with 
the perplexities of a law case, h met in the 
street when he leaves the court room by a 
news boy, who shows him in print the words 
which half an hour before, perhaps, fell from 
the lips of the judge or. the bench, or a wit- 
ness on the stand. 
The citizen who wit- 


nesses an appalling accident, or sees a con- 
flagration raging, gives up in despair, after 
striving to learn some single essential fact 
relating to the exciting event. Kit is a fire 
tl:»tis burning, he can scarcely get near 
enough to the blazing building to learn the 
name" of its occupant; the newspaper an 
hour afterwards, informs him of the origin 
and extent of the fire, who are the losers, 
and what is the ex'ent of their losses, and 
how much is covered bv insurance. 
The 


reporter must not only obtain the particulars 
of events that are generally known, but he 
must discover the events themselves and 
have prompt reports of the burnings, the 
breaks down, the arrests, the meetings, the 
speeches, the hangings, the mfrry mak 


its, even although all are occurring at the 


same moment, and all in different sections 
of the city. 


But even all this machinery of news get- 


ting and literary labor is scarcely e qua! to 
the mechanical toil expended upon every 
issue of a newspaper. The editors and the 
reporters send up their leading articles and 
their news items as rapidly as they can be 
prepared; the telegraphic dispatches from 
general and special correspondents in other 
cities are sent up as soon as they come tc 
hand, and th« clerks in the front office: who 
have the business details of the establish- 
ment in chargejsupply the composing room 
with advertisemenst. As the hour of going 
to press approaches, this " copy" is cut into 
short " takes," and divided among the com- 
positors. The latter must pick up and place 
in their " composing sticks" every type se- 
parately. When the " sticks" are full they 
are emptied into " galleys," the contents o'f 
the lattei are " proved," the proof must be 
read by a competant hand, and corrected ; 
the matter must be revised and handed over 
to the foreman and his assistant ; they must 
see to the proper arrangement of the " mat- 
ter" in the "form," and to locking it up 
there securely. The "forms" are then lower- 
ed into the basement, they are secured upon 
the cylinder of the lightning revolving press; 
the latter is set in motion, and the printed 
sheets, hot from the press, are soon in the 
hands of the carriers, in charge of messen- 
gers on their way to the railroad trains, or 
under the arms of urchins who shout voci- 
ferously "ere's the Evening Bulletin, se- 
cond erlishun !"
